OPERATIONS 


25X1A 1. In company with MM Legislative counsel, 
and Mr. Paul Borel, AD/CR, Chief, FDD, on the request by OTS 
attended a hearing held by the House Appropriations Subcommittee 
for Department of Commerce funds to establish a clearing house 
for foreign scientific literature and to set up a translation 
program for Russian technical publications. 


2. FDD officers scrutinizea, with A vs., 


an NSA proposal to prepare a new Chinese dictionary by auto- 
matically photographing and carding every entry in all available 
Chinese-English and English-Chinese dictionaries. FDD indicated 
that it could not support the proposition because the 
Romanization method proposed is not one in current usage. 
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3. Reference to the CTS Index prevented 156 cases of dupli- 
cation totaling 5,663 pages. 


The issuance of the unclassified CTS appears to have 
generated calls for information and service from a number of 
offices outside the IAC.
